DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 26-1 59 are pending in tliis communication filed 08/08/1 1 entered as 
Amendment with filing of RCE. Claims 26-1 57 have been cancelled in this 
communication as set forth here below. 

2. The claim objections for claims 27-48, 61 , 84, 1 1 8, 1 1 9, 1 22, and 1 29 have been 
overcome by Applicants' cancellation of claims 27-48, 61 , 84, 118, 119, 1 22, and 1 29 
and are now considered moot. 

3. The 35 USC 1 1 2, Second Paragraph Rejections for claims 26, 31 , 37, 38, 40-43, 
45, 47, 50, 56, 58, 62, 65, 68, 71 , 72, 74-79, 81 , 82, 1 1 8, 1 1 9, 1 21 -1 25, and 1 27 have 
been overcome by Applicants' cancellation of claims 26, 31 , 37, 38, 40-43, 45, 47, 50, 
56, 58, 62, 65, 68, 71 , 72, 74-79, 81 , 82, 1 1 8, 1 1 9, 1 21 -1 25, and 1 27 and are 
considered moot. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 08 
August 201 1 has been entered. 
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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An Examiner's amendment to tlie record appears below. Sliould tlie clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to Applicants', an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

Authorization for this Examiner's amendment was given in a voicemail message 
on September 07, 201 1 . The voicemail message was in response to an Interview on 06 
September 201 1 in a telephone call to Attorney Christopher J. Chan. 

Claims 26-157 are cancelled by this Examiner's amendment. 

Reasons for Allowance 
Claims 158-159 are allowed and now renumbered Claims 1 and 2. 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons: The best prior art of 
record, Marcous et al. discloses an electronic transfer of funds (transaction account) 
and records indicative of the amount of funds. Marcous et al. does not disclose 
converting the prepaid cash card into a regular cash card enabled for use in connection 
with subsequent deposits of funds to the transaction account and further transactions 
upon enrollment of the individual as a customer of the license money transmitter 
computer system taken together with the other claim limitations of claims 158 and 159. 
The Katz et al., Gustin et al. , and Atkins et al. disclose some aspects of account s and 
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using a prepaid platform and tine user paying for a wire transfer by using casli, a credit 
card, debit card, smart card or witlidrawal from a user's account. Tine Katz et al., 
Gustin et al., and Atkins et al. do not disclose converting the prepaid cash card into a 
regular cash card enabled for use in connection with subsequent deposits of funds to 
the transaction account and further transactions upon enrollment of the individual as a 
customer of the license money transmitter computer system taken together with the 
other claim limitations of claims 158 and 159. An extensive search of the applicable 
prior art was done but showed no better references. 

Other Relevant Prior Art 

Iwamura (US 2002/0161716) discloses a charging system and method where the 
media information is checked on the basis of the received alteration information and the 
money information. 

Dorf (US 6,189,787) discloses a multifunction card system which provides a 
multifunction card capable of serving as a prepaid phone card, a debit card, a loyalty 
card, and a medical information card that can be used at a point-of-sale (POS) device. 

Bishop et al. (US 2004/0050928) discloses the conversion of a stored value card 
to a credit card for a first transaction account device to a second transaction account 
device. 

Picciallo (US 6,044,360) discloses a system for allocating funds in pre- 
established accounts. 

Oncken et al. (US 4,725,719) discloses a commercial monetary regulation 
method which is provided by a network to establish between the business user, the 
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acceptor of the restricted purpose card and a financial institution a unique identification 
number tliat enables the business user to purchase only one specific product or service 
from the acceptor. 

Taylor (US 5,578,808) discloses a data card that can be used for transactions for 
separate card issuers. 

Taskett (US 5,991 ,748) discloses the regeneration of a prepaid transaction 
account. 

Rivera (US 5,686,713) discloses an apparatus and method for purchasing a 
money order at an ATM. 

Paulson (US 5,893,078) discloses determining an optimal sweep threshold for 
demand deposit accounts. 

Ohki et al. (US 5,952,639) discloses an electronic money card that can be used 
for carrying and transactions. 

Coyle (US 7,228,292) (one of the Inventors for this Application) discloses a card- 
based system and method for issuing negotiable instruments and for establishing 
uninsured accounts.
